Bomber Missing 
On Delivery Trip 


MONTREAL, Jan. 12. — (CP) — 
The Royal Air Force ferry com- 
mand today announced that a! 
Lockheed Hudson bomber and its!

But he did find “traces” 
of “fire-damp” gas in nearby areas, 
and mentioned these to Mike 
O'Neill, fire boss on the shift start- 
ing at 8 am. and to John Arm- 
strong, pit boss, Minue added. 

Armstrong was among the 29 
victims of the blast. 

Mr. Mackenzie asked if anyone 
ever instructed Minue to omit re- 


ferences to gas in his official writ- 
ten reports. 

“I don't think so, what I can re- 
member about it,” the fire boss said 
slowly. 

“Did you ever discuss it with 
any other fire boss?” 

“IT always told the incoming fire | 
boss about the condition of the 
mine.” Minue paused, and added, 
“the true condition of the mine.” 

A highlight of today’s forenoon 
session was suggestion by Harry 
Westcott, former shot-firer in the 
Nordegg mine with a fire boss 
ranking, that all fire bosses in 
Alberta mines “should be con- 
trolled absolutely by the Mines 
Act and not by the company.” 

Westcott, who worked here for 
about four months until mid-Sep- 
tember of last year, declared he 
had found “more than once” in var- 
ious mines that “you can't do your 
duty under the Mines Act and hold 
your job at the same time.” At Sat- 
urday’s session he had testified he 
quit the Nordegg mine because he 
“didn't like its gassy condition.” 


NEVER COMPLAINED 

Westcott again admitted he never 
complained or tried to complain 
about gas conditions or allegedly, 
inadequate ventilation to either 
James Stewart, mine manager, or 
John Shanks, general manager, 

M. M. Porter of Calgary, counsel 
for the mine owners, Brazeau Col- 
lieries Limited, declared it would be 
unfair for Westcott to say or imply 
that the company was putting on 
pressure, because actually he had 
hot complained to the management 

“No, but I formed my own con- 
clusion about that,” said Westcott, 
now an ordinary miner at the Rose- 
dale colliery, near Drumheller, Alta. 

Mr Justice Ewing asked West- 
cott if in his opinion the disaster 
could have been avoided if the 
Mines act and its accompanying 
regulations had been fully obeyed. | 
The veteran miner said he thought 
it could. 

Cross examined by C. M. Macleod 
of Edmonton, counsel for the Al- 
department of lands and 
mines, Westcott said he believed | 
“enough air was going into the 
mine but not enough was reaching 
the working face.” 


ASKED VENTILATION 

At various times he appealed for 
More Ventilation in talks with fire 
bosses and with pit boss Armstrong, 
but never to the “top” management. 
Westcott said. 

He told of a visit to the mine one 
day, late last summer or early in| 
the fall, a few weeks before the ex- 
Plosion, by W. G. Heeley, district 
inspector of mines at Calgary. 

“When he knew Mr. Heeley's 
visit was coming, we went to ex- 
tra trouble to get the mine into 
good shape,” Westcott related. 
“Cross-cuts were forced through 
to clear the air to make an air- 
way. For myself, I put in a couple 
of shifts to help get the air up to 
the working face, and We put up 
extra brattice.” Brattice cloth of 
heavy jute sacking is used as air- 

way partitions to regulate the 
flow of air currents throughout 
the mine. 

After Mr. Heeley's visit, “was this 
system of extra ventilation main- 
tained?” Mr, Macleod asked. 

“No,” said Westcott 

“Why not? Do you know?”

SHARE OPINIONS 

The convention was called by 
Anthony Hlynka, M.P., who said 
that he felt that it was his duty 
to take the delegates into his con- 
fidence and share his opinions with 
them, and above all to get their 
instructions direct as to what he 
was to bring up in the House of 
Commons when the new session 
opens e. 

Mr. Hlynka declared that there 
were three major problems before 
the people of Canada today. The 
winning of the war was the most 
important for everything else de- 
pends upon the outcome of the war. 
Second in importance he placed the 
agricultural problems. He said 
that 3,000,000 people in Canada de- 


;pended directly on agriculture for 


their livelihood, and more than 
2,000,000 Canadians lived in rural 
areas, who did not work the land, 
but were indirectly dependent for 
their livelihood also on agricul- 
ture. 

The three most pressing prob- 
lems facing the farmers were: 
(a) The price on agricultural 
produce; (b) The relationship be- 
tween agricultural prices as 
compared to the price the farmer 
is asked to pay to secondary in- 
dustries for the manufactured ar- 
ticles; (c) The debt problem. 
“How can a farmer pay off his 
debts when his income is insuf- 
ficient to cover the cost of pro- 
duction, to enable him to exist let 
alone live, and meet his con- 
tractual obligations of debts piled 
up because of the exhorbitant 
interest rates charged?” he ask- 
ed. 


And lastly, the farmer will also 
be confronted with post war ad- 
justments which will be impossible 
to cope with unless the government 
embarks upon a_ reconstruction 
and rehabilitation plan immediate- 
ly, he said. 

Hon, Solon E. Low, MLA. for 
Vegreville, said that farmers were 
concerned mostly with prices for 
their produce, taxes they must pay 
and lastly the interest rates. “If 
you get a fair price for your pro- 
duce, I am sure not many would 
Object to it. You could, then fairly 
well take care of your problems," 
he said. 


TAXES BIG ITEM 

“Taxes is the next big item be- 
fore you. If you have the income 

you would pay your taxes, you 
would then have better roads, you 
would get better transportation fa- 
cilities,” he maintained. 

“If interest rates were more rea- 
sonable one could borrow money 
fo carry the operation of your 
farms to advantage,” Mr, Low con- 
tinued, 

He spoke of the changes that are 
bound to come in a year or two. He 
foresaw the ruralization of second- 
ary industries after the war, to 
avoid unnecessary long distance 
hauls 
railways and other 
“That must stop,” Mr. Low declared 
“Farmers must no longer be ex- 
ploited.” 

He cvoncluded his address by 
tracing all the avenues of misery 
and placed the blame on the 
faulty privately-controlled mone- 
lary system,

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They Want To Fight 


Nothing stimulates enlistment like 
war. When the Japanese proclaimed 
the Pacific a war zone, with Canadian 
troops at Hong Kong in the thick of 
the fighting, enlistments in Canada’s 
active army speeded up from coast to 
coast. The new momentum has not 
been lost, and is in no prospect of slack- 
ening. In Edmonton, as at other re- 
cruiting centres across the Dominion, 
men are stepping into the ranks in 
numbers which were not approached 
during the months of last summer. In 
December 6,700 joined up, and in two 


days last week enlistments were 
enough to fill up a whole infantry 
battalion. 


The suggestion—and it was made 
pretty often—that Canadians held 
back from enlisting last summer be- 
cause they were not willing to fight, 
was a Slanderous libel. What they did 
not like was the prospect of spending 
months and months and more months 
in training camps, with no chance to 
fight. Now that there is a very lively 
chance of fighting and plenty of it, 
they are throwing up jobs and getting 
into uniform. If the authorities wanted 
to get a big army in short order, the 
easiest way to do that would be to put 
‘one of our oversea divisions in a tight 
spot somewhere; then they would get 
more recruits than they could handle. 

Training, hard training and long 
training, is necessary. But not many 
men like it well enough to give up 
civilian life unless there is a likelihood, 
not too remote in point of time, of 

etting in some punches on the enemy. 
hen they can see that plainly in 

prospect there is no trouble getting 

young Canadians to step into line. 


Getting Into Action 


Great bodies move slowly; even the 
Russian bear took a lot of kicking 
around before he went for the Nazis 
all-out. Tokyo's deception caught the 
Allies unprepared and unsuspecting, 
and it is inevitable that we should 
suffer reverses until we get forces and 
equipment on the scene in sufficient 
numbers and amounts. But even so the 
sneak strategy has not accomplished 
all that its authors may have reason- 
ably expected, and already there are 
indications that the battle will be less 
one-sided from now on. 

Chinese forces have smashed into 
the defences of Canton, a hundred 
miles from Hong Kong. Tokyo reports 
that an enemy submarine torpedoed a 
freighter within a hundred miles of 
Hirohito’s capital. R.A.F. planes, 
rushed to Burma, are now pounding 
Japanese transports off. the Malay 
coast and military objectives in Thai- 
land, Japanese submarines are being 
hunted down in the mid-Pacific, and 
those off the coast of California have 
apparently grown scarce. The jungles 
north of Singapore are carpeted with 
Nippon dead, and MacArthur’s handful 
of men at Manila are holding seven en- 
emy divisions and countless warcraft 
and warplanes. The Dutch airmen and 
submarines have kept up a record of 
nearly one Japanese ship per day 
destroyed. 

The war in the Pacific is young yet. 
The Allied forces there are at the 
minimum, the Japanese at the maxi- 
mum, There will be a different story to 
tell when the position is reversed; as 
it certainly will be, and may be sooner 
than either the plotters at Tokyo or the 
peoples of the Allied countries expect. 


The Call For Nurses 


Among the other demands of war 
is a demand for nurses. Already hun- 
dreds of Canadian nurses have gone 
oversea, not all of them to Britain, to 
take care of wounded Allied soldiers 
and victims of Axis frightfulness. As 
the war continues, and other fronts 
are opened up, there will be need of 
still more abroad. There is said to be 
already in sight a scarcity of well- 
trained nurses in Canada, with a 
serious scarcity almost certain as time 
passes, 

To meet this developing situation 
the Canadian Nurses ociation, 
which is a federation of the nine pro- 
vincial associations, is devising plans 
to induce more young women to take 
courses of training; and is seeking 
financial assistance from the Dominion 
Government in order to create the 
necessary schools in which proper in- 
struction can be given. The aim is not 
only to provide nurses for oversea or 
military service, but also to prevent a 
shortage of the number required to 
carry on nursing and health services 
among civilians in Canada. 

As this condition is a direct out- 
come of the war, there would seem to 
be good ground on which to solicit the 
help of the federal department of 
health in meeting it. The most valu- 
able asset of the country is its people, 
and to preserve the public health there 
must be a competent nursing service 
reasonably available everywhae, As 
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to the need of the military branches at 
home and abroad, this is certain to 
increase to indefinitely large propor: 
tions, 

Since nurses have to be trained, it 
is fair that public assistance should be 
given in providing the facilities; as is 
given to the support of medical schools 
and other professional training estab- 
lishments. 


Kuala Lumpur 


This place name has meaning now 
for Canadians, Americans, and west- 
erners generally. Millions who never 
heard of the place: until a few weeks 
ago now know it is called the “rubber 
capital” of the world. Not all the 
rubber supply comes from the Malay 
peninsula, but a good deal of it does, 
and much more from the Dutch East 
Indies. Because that great area is now 
a war area, automobile tires have to be 
rationed almost to famine limits in 
Canada and other western lands. 

An interesting though not presently 
important fact, is that rubber is not 
native to that part of the world; 
at least not the rubber of commerce. 
Rubber trees were first found, by a 
wandering Englishman, far up the 
Amazon river in Brazil. He sent some 
seeds to London, where they were 
sprouted in the botanical gardens. 
Thence young trees were shipped to 
the far south-east, to become the pro- 
genitors of great plantation forests 
from which the world obtains more 
than ninety per cent of its enormous 
and fast-growing requirements of the 
wonderfully adaptable substance. 

Rubber ranks with oil and tin as the 
chief objects of the Japanese raid into 
the south-eastern Pacific. For the time 
the world is on short rations of both 
rubber and tin as a direct consequence. 
How long the scarcity will ‘ast, and 
how serious it will become, are ques- 
tions for the future. Satisfactory sub- 
stitutes for tree-rubber have not been 
developed, nor is South America, the 
home of the tree, an alternative source 
of supply. 

It would not be altogether amiss to 
call the war in the Pacific a “rubber 
war.” One of the points at issue is 
whether the western world is to have 
to depend on the grace of Tokyo for 
supplies of this vital commodity,

Entrance of United States Creates “ 


New Problems of Supply 
in Canada 
By B, T. RICHARDSON. 


OTTAWA.—During the past few 
weeks reports have been in circulation to 
the effect that production was lagging in 
several important items of war supplies. 

At a press conference, Hon. C. D. 
Howe, minister of munitions and supply, 
gave ‘some details which in part explains 
these reports. From other and reliable 
sources additiona] information fills out the 
picture most important of all, of course, 
was Mr. Howe's statement that adequate 
supplies of materials for the plants which 
have been hatdicapped are now assured 
and that production is now proceeding at 
capacity. 

It has been repeatedly pointed out by 
government economists like Prof. W. A. 
Mackintosh that in the early stages of our 
war effort, all Canadian shortages of ma- 
terials were made good by drawing on the 
United States. Thus we built up a much 
broader war industry than could have 
been done if we had been compelled to 
rely wholly upon our own resources. The 
super structure of our war industry was 
much broader than the foundation. For 
essential foundation material — notably 
steel, machine tools, instruments, trans- 
mitters and many other items—we relied 
upon the United States, 

This, of course, was not only inevit- 
able but in every way desirable. On their 
part, the United States depended» upon 


Canada for equally vital aid — nickel, 
copper, zinc, aluminum, hydro-electric 
power and many other items. Neither 


country could begin to do as much on its 
own as the two countries could do in com- 
bination. 

Peace Footing 


The great defect, however, was that 
whereas Canada went into the war at the 
outset, and began in the spring of 1940, 
to strain every nerve to produce muni- 
tions, the United States continued on a 
peace footing, 

There was no comparable industrial 
effort south of the border and therefore 
there was plenty of surplus production 
upon which Canada could draw. 

And there was a further and signifi- 
cant difference, Urgently needing United 
States dollars, Canada regarded produc- 
tion for the United States as an essential 
part of our war program. There has never 
been a chance of our failing to produce 
metals and other items for sale in the 
United States, but the United States was 
merely filling our orders in the ordinary 
way. Such priorities as were obligated at 
Washington from the office of production 
manager were against civilian consump- 


tion, 
Steel Vital 


To indicate how vital U.S. materials 
are to our war effort, take the position 
with regards to steel, In 1942, our home 
production will be around 2,500,000, Our 
war program will require over four mil- 
lion tons—say 4,200,000, Figures such as 
these, Mr. Howe had in mind when he 
Said that his objective had been not to 
rely upon the U.S. for more than one 
third of our needs. Yet to withdraw one 
third of our steel requirements from war 
industry would severely cripple the muni- 
tions program. 

As the United States war program 
gathered pace, war demands began to cut 


into civilian needs and sometime last

ture Changes | 


summer Canada, along with other civilian 
buyers, began to feel the pinch, In the 
United States, by statue, the fighting ser- 
vices have an absolute priority over 
civilian buyers and they enforced their 
tights with respect to steel very strictly, 
This explains the failure of steel supplies 
in Canada in recent months as well as the 
recent conversations at Washington. In the 
result, as Mr. Howe stated, Canadian war 
industry has been given equal rating with 
the U.S. army and navy. Our needs are as- 
sured, at least as far ahead as anybody 


can see, ~ 
Production Increased 


Meantime, as Mr. Howe pointed out, 
home production of steel is being increas- 
ed. New furnaces are being built, shortages 
in scrap iron are being made up to some 
extent by increasing the output of pig- 
iron, 

It may be said that these increases 
should have been sanctioned long ago. 
That our production should be greater 
today than it is and our dependence upon 
imported steel less. It may be said that we 
should not have allowed Japan to take 
shiploads of scrap out this country up to 
about a year ago. 

This, however, is hind sight and sub- 
Ject to discount. Whatever criticisms may 
be directed against Mr: Howe, lack of 
initiative, of leadership, of willingness to 
go out on limbs—these are not among 
them, And, anyhow, he was never respon- 
sible for exports of scrap. That is, pri- 
marily the responsibility” of external 
affairs. 


Plant Extensions 


Taking the situation as it now stands, 
it is evident that serious problems lie 
ahead. We have been given equal rights 
with the U.S. fighting services on steel for 
war production. But how about steel for 
plant extensions? 

These require large. amounts and to 
divert steel] from output to construction 
would temporarily reduce our production. 
Yet, unless plant extensions are made, 
great increases in war industry may well 
be impossible, can we avoid these tem- 
porary declines in production by getting 
additional steel from the United States? 
Or will Washington take the position that 
U.S. plants can be extended more ef- 
ficiently than plants in Canada. 

Other sidelights on steel are interesting. 
Many have wondered why automobile 
production was not stopped tong ago, It is 
explained that practically all the steel 
used in making cars is imported. It comes 
from the parent plants in the United 
States and enters in the form used in 
building cars. The production of automo- 
biles, therefore, has not reduced our war 
output or contributed except infinitesmally 
to our present difficulties. Stoppage of car 
production came in Canada when it came 
in the U.S. It might be arguable that the 
money used to buy the steel could have 
been spent to better purpose in accumu- 
lating reserve stocks of steel in Canada, 
but it is doubtful if this could have been 
done. 

All along the line, the steel used in 
Canada for non-war purposes has come 
out of imports: additional imports to those 
made by war industries, 

It is nw plain that the future of Can- 
ada’s war industry will depend largely on 
the extent of the polling ef North Ameri- 
can resources, This explains why so much 


importance attaches to the recent conver- 
sations at Washington and to the pooling 
machinery now being created.

The French have a clever saying, “Qui 
s'excuse s’accuse’—He who excuses him- 
self accuses himself. 

One could not avoid detecting the fla- 
vor of this old saw in the statement made 
in the British House of Commons, Thurs- 
day, by Clement Attlee, lord privy seal, 
when the right honorable 
gentleman undertook to 
explain the situation in 
the Far East. 

He declared frankly 
that Britain did aot pos- 
s€ss enough equipment to 
defend some of her Far 
Eastern positions against 
the Japanese. 

When it came to the 
decision as to whether 
supplies and _ reinforce- 
ments should be send to 
Libya and Russia or to 
Hong Kong, for instance, the cabinet de- 
cided in favor of Libya. 

If this was a mistake, he said, it was 
not the result of neglect but of a deliber- 
ate decision, 

Now the inference in all this is. that 
the British government anticipated the 
fall of Hong Kong weeks before the event. 

If that is the case, why were glowing 
statements issued to create the impression 
that Hong Kong was not only defensible 
but almost impregnable? 

Surely, if the desire was to deceive the 
enemy—always a laudable purpose,—it 
would have been quite as effective to say 
nothing at all as to issue statements that 
raised false hopes amorg Canadians who 
bought a stake in Hong Kong when they 
sent their own boys to that place to gal- 
lantly defend it. 


Frank and Manly

frank and manly statement on Thursday. 
But the confidence he wins through his 
present candor is sadly offset by the confi- 
dence he loses through what is tantamount 
to a confession that the public hopes were 
earlier deceived. ;

There is no easy way to end the 
warlike revolution or internal 
collapse. A revolution recognized 
by us would merely postpone the 
final day of reckoning and give the 
militarists a breathing spell to plot 
another assault on civilization and 
humanity. 

God forbid that I should urge the 
extinctior of Germany. But I do 
urge the extinction of those factors 
which have made Germany a world 
menace for 500 years. 

Germany must be so shot full of 
the serum of democracy and social 
justice that she will never again, 
rationally, find the incentive to 
fight. 

Germany must be made demo- 
cratic in outlook. Democracy must 
be sold to her. 

But democracy cannot be sold to 
anybody until democracy itself be- 
gins to mean something positive and 
definite from the social and econ- 
omic standpoint.

It will be difficult to persuade 
the Germans or anyone else to will- 
ingly adopt our way of life so long 
as our way of life fails to provide 
an adequate measure of security for 
the aged, the jobless and the phys- 
ically unfit. 

Once democracy comes to be 
synonymous with social security, 
the nations of the world will clam- 
or for it. For social security has 
been the objective of civilization 
since the dawn of time. 

One of our greatest weapons in 
this war, then, is the moral power 
of our own democracy, enhanced 
and purified by an assurance of so- 
cial security. 

To attain that end, we are 
afraid of suffering. We are not 
afraid of the blood and toil and 
tears and sweat—if there is some- 
thing at the end 

Surely our people and this nation 
are convinced by this time that 
nothing of any moment or worth 
comes but by toil and chastisement 
and endurance. 

This war is endurable and logi- 
cal and defensible only as we be- 
lieve that out of its shambles and 
pain and death will arise a sweeter 
and a fuller life, not only for our- 
selves, but for all the nations of the 
earth. 

We expend our substance and 
lay down our lives only in the hope 
that, under God, the world may at- 
tain a new and lasting civilization.

REASONS FOR HASTE 

Two reasons for the haste pres- 
ent themselves. One is the enorm- 
ous value of being firmly en- 
trenched before the British and 
Americans, caught improperly pre- 
pared, can bring their full weight 
to bear and stem the tide. The 
other is the state of Japan's re- 
sources, strained by more than four 
years of major warfare in China. 


H is doubtful that Japan 
could go through a long war with 
the united nations if she went at 
it more cautiously. It is impera- 
tive for her to get her hands on 
the resources of the Indies and 
do it soon, so that “scorched 
earth” damage can he fepaired 
and they can be exploited to en- 
able Japan to settle down for a 
long war. 

So Japan “shot the works” in a 
well-conceived plan to deliver tell- 
ing body blows in the first round 
of the fight. So far they are suc- 
ceeding. Despite the wide range 
of their operations, there is no sign 
that they have spread themselves 
too thin. There is no ground for 
optimistic hope that they have shot 
their bolt and will begin to lose 
steam 


INDIES NO PUSHOVER 

If Japan takes Singapore, the 
Allied task of defending the Indies 
will be made vastly more difficult. 
The loss of its naval and air base 


facilities will be keenly felt. Sum- 
atra, separated from Singapore by 
a narrow strait, would be open to 
furious assault by land-based 
planes and by parachute and water- 
borne troops. 

Even so, the Indies would be 
no pushover for the Japanese, 
The Dutch have bullt up their 
defences strongly. They have a 
large and well-trained army and 
an efficient navy and air force, 
The latter has given an excellent 
account of itself in current oper- 
ations in the South China sea. 


This second phase of the war 
might extend into the unpredict- 
able future. If the Japanese win 
it in a reasonable time, however, 
the united nations will face a much 
more formidable foe. The Japanese 
already have coal. In the Indies 
they would find all the oil they 
need, plus rubber, tin and other 


important supplies 
Japan still would be short of 
iron ore and some other basic 


metals but probably not enough to 
hamstring her war effort. More- 
over, by taking the Indies, she will 
have deprived Britain and the Un- 
ited States of their main source of 
some vital materials, notably tin 
and rubber. 5

Amendments To 
City Charter 
Will Be Heard 


Edmonton's city council, at its 
meeting Monday night, will con- 
sider seven charter amendments 
it is proposed to submit to the 
provincial legislature at the ses- 
sion opening at the end of Janu- 
ary. 

Included in the amendments pro- 
posed are: Provision to allow em- 
ployees time off for civic voting; 
making it eligible that a practising 
barrister act as revising officer in 
connection with the revision of the 
electors’ lists. and provision to the 
effect that the city auditor shali 
also be the auditor for all associat- 
ed civic boards. 

The council will also seek power 
fo enter into agreements with any 
person, firm or corporation to oper- 
ate a bus system within the city, | 
subject to such terms and conditions | 
as the council may deem reason- 
able, 


MILK DELIVERY 

Authority will be sought also by 
charter amendment to limit the 
hours of milk delivery, and to ex- 
tend the half-holiday to milk de- 
livery men 

Council will ask for power to im- 
| pound bicycles for a limited period

tions, and will seek also authority 
for the establishment of a revolv- 
|ing fund to provide moneys requir- 
ed from time to time for capital 
works.

City Solicitor T, E. Garside, K.C.,

HOUSING LOAN 

Council will consider a request 
from the city of Windsor, Ont., that 
endorsation be given to a resolution 
passed at a recent meeting of the 
Windsor city council asking the 
Dominion government to increase 
the amount loaned under the Do- 
minion Housing act from 80 to 90 
per cent of the value of land and 
buildings. Endorsation of the reso- 
lution is requested on the grounds 
of shortage of houses and the de- 
sire of most citizens to own their 
own homes, 

Consideration will be given also 
to the request from Alberta Ave- 
nue business men requesting per- 
mission for the officer commanding 
the No. 3 Manning Pool, R.C.A.F., 
to give men at the manning pool 
access to 118 avenue through the 
Opening of the north gate of the 
grounds. 

Reporting that an added annual 
loss of $5,000 would apparently re- 
sult from the operation of the ex- 
tended bus service to Windsor Park, 
the city commissioners recommend 
that this service be discontinued. It 
was pointed out that comparatively 
few Windsor Park residents ap- 
pear to be benefited by the service. 

A long range lighting program 
contemplated for Edmonton was 
outlined by the city commissioners 
in reply to the request of the Ed- 
monton Central Council of The 
Canadian Labor Party. This pro- 
gram would cost approximately 
$175,850, and would require an ad- 
ditional maintenance and energy 
cOst of approximately $29,400, The 
commissioners, in making the re- 
port, stated it was not intended to 
proceed with this scheme at pres- 
ent. and indicated a report on the 


1942 lighting program would be 
submitted later.

“Old Gray Mare” May Come Into 
Own Again Due 


To Rubber Ruling 


Ht may not be so very long be- 
fore the “old gray mare” comes 
into her own again, with the an- 
nouncement last week by Mun- 
tions Minister Howe of a new or- 
der dealing with the sale of tires. 
Superseding the (emporary ban 
on sale of tires which went into 
effect Dec. 11, the new ruling 


became effective Jan. 5, and re- 


stricted sale of tires, casings and 
tubes. 

Exceptions to the ruling include 
sales of tires for use by doctors 
nurses. ambulancces, police and fire 
departments, mail trucks, busses 
and essential businesses and public 
services. Bicycle tires are still avail- 
able 


For re-treading of tires, which 
must be in good condition, most of 
the old rubber on a worn tire is 
buffed off, and then it is cleaned 


and roughed and coated with heavy 
tire cement over which is applied 
strips of “camelback”, a mixture of 
raw rubbet and other compounds 


|} to make the rubber cure properly.

The things we do to “break” a 
bad habit are seldom so success- 
ful as the things we do to make 
the bad habit unnecessary. When 
we thwart a child in his effort 
to find satisfaction from some 
habit, we irritate, anger, and an- 
tagonize him. 

With such incentives he should 
have no difficulty getting the better 
of us. Instead, if we change the 
environmental situation so that the 
child no longer needs to find satis- 
faction through this habit, he drops 
it without urging from us 

Let's be more specific. Mrs, R. 
S. P. asks if I will write something 
in the column about the habit of 
thumb-sucking. “My little boy is 


2 years old and I can’t think what 
to do to break him of it. I haven't 
the heart to put alum on his 
thumb,’ f 

And not much good would it do, 
if you had the heart. Babies blithe- 
ly suck off bitter substances and 
go after their thumbs with new 
vigor. 

FIND REASON 

Try to determine why, at this age, 
he is driven to suck his thumb. It 
isn't enough to say: it’s a habit. 
Fiven bad habits die when there is 
no longer any satisfaction in their 
indulgence. 

A boy of two ought to be too 
busy trundling his wagon about, 
riding up and down pell-mell on 
his kiddy car or bicycle; building 
his block houses; throwing balls; 
stringing beads; all the things which 
keep him physically and mentally 
active—too busy to sit in a corner 
sucking a thumb. 

That's a passive and_ solitary 
amusement which should be out- 
grown with his babyhood when 
perforce, through forcible penning 
up in high chair or playpen or bed, 
he had so many limits to his activity 
imposed upon him 

Rather than drive directly at 
the habit, which draws the child’s 


attention to what he can do which 
arouses your anger—and don't 
think he won't harp on that string 
once he knows it—turn him loose 
with a playmate; see that he is 
kept busy as a cranberry mere 
chant all his waking moments, 
and turn blind eyes to any thumb- 
sucking he may do at sleepy time. 
No habit can get too formidable 
a hold on any child when he has 
so much work cut out for his two 
hands that there isn't time to jail 
even one of them in his mouth. 
My leaflet on “Thumb Sucking” 
suggests other aspects of this famil- 
iar bad habit.

Your Figure, Madame!

The etiquette books tell you it 


is not “ good taste” to eat too fast. 
Of course it's not—your taste is all 
in your mouth! 

The taste buds are located on 
the soft palate and at the back of 
the larynx. You taste sweets at 
the tip of the tongue, sours at the 
edge, salts at the tip and edge, and 
bitters at the root of the tongue. 

But when you swallow food in a 
hurry, you don't have a chance to 
savor its quality. A good percen- 
tage of the people who eat too fast 
eat too much, and are overweight. 
In eating rapidly, it is all too easy 
to ignore the appetite’s feeble signal 
that you have had enough. 


Then ,when you race through 
your meals and finish ahead of the 
others at the table, you imagine 


you haven't had very much, and 
you nibble to keep them company. 
When you take a Jong time to eat, 
you think you must be having 
quite a lot, which is a decided help 
on a reducing diet. 


LEADS TO BREAKING RULES 


There is still another disadvan- 
tage in fast eating Those who rush! 
through their meals develop a pre- 
ference for the highly, seasoned; 
foods, which create a thirst and a 
desire for quantities of water. This 
breaks one of the first rules for 
reducing; to lintit all beverages 
taken with the meals to eight 
ounces. Seyeral glasses of water 
or other liquid with the meal in- 
creases the appetite and stretches 
the stomach. You need plenty of 
water, but drink it on an empty 
stomach so it wil] leave the stomach 
in five minutes, 

Even though you eat slowiy and 
observe the rule about water drink- 
ing, you will not be able to trust 
your appetite implicitly. You will 
have to drill yourself to leave the 
table before you have that nice full 
feeling which you mistake for the 
signal that you have had enough 
When you have been in the habit 
of overeating, enough is too much 
Leave the table when you still feel 
like more. In 10 to 15 minutes you 
wil! have forgotten about food 

If eating between meals makes 
dieting easier, I am in favor of it. 
When you get hungry between re- 
ducing meals, have a glass of skim 
milk, hot tea, or some fruit. These 
between meal snacks add but a few 
calories and will divert your mind) 
such dangerous subjects as 
steak with French fried potatoes.

North to south—from east to west 
—there’s unity of opinion that dry 
beans are among the best of foods. 

Slow-baked white beans with 
salt pork and molasses are tops 
Black-eyed beans, or “peas” as 
they're usually called, flavored 
with ham knuckle and combined 
with rice, are in demand south of 
the Mason-Dixon line, Pinto beans, 
seasoned with garlic and chili, are 
highly regarded in Mexico. 

They are indispensible in the 
diets of our own armed forces. On 
the civilian front dry beans are 
equally valuable, especially to 
homemakers operating on modest 
food budgets. The Bureau of Home 
Economics in its low-cost adequate 
diet plans suggest that dry beans, 
dry peas, or peanuts be included 
several times a week. 

Here are the rules for successful 
bean cookery: 

Soak beans before you cook 
them overnight or at least 5 or 6 
hours. One cup dry beans will yield 
from 2 to 3 cups cooked beans. To 
get the most food value from beans, 
use the soaking water for cooking 

Use soft water if you can. Hard 
water toughens bean skins. Never 
use soda to cook beans, This de- 
stroys the valuable vitamin BI 
Cook beans slowly. Simmer them on 
top of stove, Use slow oven 
(around 250 degrees F.) for baked 
beans. Watch them carefully as 
they cook and keep adding more 
liquid.

“Some people.” he said, “thought 
that women should not be asked to 
check up on prices charged them 
during and after the bdsic period 
I ask you, why should they not?

In order that consumers may con-

| juice at a price not greater than 
ethat charged by retailers between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 11 last, the War- 
time Prices, and Trade Board 
through A. S. May, director of im‘ 
}porting and processing, has an- 
| nounced that subsidies will be paid 
| to importers of this product 

The maximum subsidy will be 
twenty cents per dozen cans of the 
20 ounce size, and 50 cents per doz- 
en cans of the 48-ounce size, provid- 
ing that the laid down costs at the 
port of clearance, together with the 
subsidy, shall not be greater than 
$1.03 and $2.23, respectively, for un- 
sweetened grapefruit juice and $1.06 
and $2.34, respectively, for sweet- 
ened grapefruit juice. 

The subsidy becomes effective 
immediately, and will apply to 
grapefruit juice from all sources.
